The German Afrika Korps, re- 
treating up the Tunisian coast to- 
ward the Tunis-Bizerte triangle, 
has been playing a series of delay- 
ing actions. Having made a safe 
exit through the Gabes bottleneck 
before the American and British 
armies could effect a junction, 
Rommel last week turned to make 
a stand at prepared positions north 
of Oudref, Attacking Allied fore- 
es foun dtheir advance hindered by 
mine felds lasd to cover the Axis 
retreat, 

Eighth Army Success 

The Allied success at the Mareth 
Line-—forcing Rommel] to abandon 
his defense system and flee to the 
north—was attributed, by both 
OWT Director Davis and Secretary 
of War Stimson, to the leadership 
of General Sir B, L. Montgomery 
and the skill of the British Eighth 
Army. Mr. Stimson explained that 
what forced the Axis retreat was 
the Bighth Army strategy of sand- 
ing a flanking force to.the rear 
of Rommel’s troops, but said that 
coordinated operations of Ameri- 
can and French troops in central 
Tunisia and the British First 
Army in the north, plus the able 
support of American and British 
fliers, contributed substantially to 
the Highth Army’s success. : 

All week Allied air forces have 
heen harassing the retreating en- 
remy columns, and a cordon of Brit- 
ish, American and French ground 
troops continues to press the Axis 
forces into an ever-narrowing aren 
in astern Tunisia.
